Train No, 53 left Atlanta at 7:10 a. m., in 
e of Conductor Chandler. It was made 
up of mait aml express cars, 
first and second class passenger coaches, 
and a new and elegant vestibule sleeper, the 
“Swannanoea,” in charge of Conductor 
Dodgia. The train well loaded, several 
well known Atlanta people occupying seats in 
thesleeper. Among them were Dr. Henry 
MeDonald, C. Kauffman, traveling salesman 
for Hirsch Bros,;: Jacob Steinhe tobacco 
merchant; R. L. Williams, traveling pasgen- 
ger ave ~ of the Memphis and Little Kipck 
Y. Holland, of Hartwell, Ga., was 
also a passenger. 

The train arrived at Toccoa on time and left 
there at 10:25, Near this place the company 
has a force of men at work laying new steel 
rail, and the train was running at reduced 
speed when the accident oceurred. Near Fol- 
som, a sma&!! station six miles north of Toccoa, 
the engine and tender passed safely overa new 
rail that had not been securely festened to the 
crossties, their weight either breaking or dis- 
placing it. 

The mail car struck the brokne or mis- 
placed rail, and jumping the track went twn- 
bling dowh a fifteen foot embankment, almost 
a total wreck. Down the embankment rolled 
the baggage and express cars, followed by the 
coaches and sleeper and the wreck was com- 
plete. 

As the sleeper turned over the door of the 
patent heater must have been jarred from its 
fastening, for scarcely had it struck the wreck 
ofthe cars that had jumped from the track 
ahead of it before it took fire. The work of 
rescuing the injured passengers was quickly 
begun. Conductor Dodge, of the sleeper, and 
Mr. J. D. Beale, of Montgomery, who was 
a passenger, Working heroically to assist the 
injured from the burning car. The tlames 
soon did their work and the handsome car was 
amass of ruins.

null and void on the ground that it was pro- 
cured by fraud and that Bell was not the first 
inventor of the telephone. The Bell company 
through its attorneys, waiving for the time 
any answer to the allegations made in the 
Government's bill in equity, fled a demurrer 
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in which they asserted that the United States 
had no right in the absence of a specifie stat- 
ute, in granting that power to bring swit to 
cancel a patent for an invention. They de 
clared that such suit could only be brought by 
ihe government. The circuit court sustained 
the Dell company’s demurrer and refused te 
enierisin the Government's Dill. From 
this decision the United States took an appeal 
to the supreme court, which today, through 
Justice Miller, reversed the decision of th 
lower court in a long and elaborate opinion. 
Justice Miller first took up the plea of mul 
tifariousness urged by the Bell company, and 
said that it could not hold geod; the suit 
brought by the United States, although it 
sought to cancel two patents issued a year 
apart really related to the subject. As tothe 
Bell company’s contentions that the United 
States could not bring, and that no cireuit 
court could not entertain a suit te cancela 
patent brought in the name of the govern- 
ment, no matter whether fraud had been com- 
mitted or not, Justice Miller said that there 
was no question that an individual had the 
right to judicially seek redress fora wrong 
committed against him and yet it was contend-

are We have no purpose to contest the future 
disposition of the $8,000. We have regarded 
that matter as closed since our application for 
the last appropriation of $8,000 was rejected 
by the state comimissioners.’’ : 

“He further said that the university -would 
yursue the course it has heretofore—one which 
oe heen known tothe state authorities and 
to the boards of visitors all the while. 

Speaking of the disposition of the fund he 
gaid he thought the suggested establishment 
of anormal school would be the best disposi- 
tion of the money. 

In reply to a question he said further: 

“I do not wish tocommit the institution or 
jis trustees, but my opinion is that the proper 
thing forthe state to do is to establish for 
colored students a normal school or state uni- 
yersity, which shall be entirely under state 
control. I regard any such arrangement 
or partnership as __ that which has 
existed between the state and the Atlanta uni- 
yersity as simply temporary and provisional, 
designed to meet an emergecy which would 
naturally pass by, leaving the state to do the 
more idea] thing of conducting its own institu- 
tion in its own way. 

‘Massachusetts had the same alliance with 
Harvard college in the earlier years of our his- 
tory, but that was severed, and for the advant- 
age of both college and state. I think the 
dissolution of the relationship here will result 
in good to both Georgia and the Atlanta uni- 
versity. 

“The 88,000 we had here was only about 
one-fourth of our income. We were putting 
three dollars to the state’s one to run this in- 
stitution.’ 

“Woulda normal school be as expensive an 
institution as this?” 

“Not so expensive if it 

@ jonormal — schoodl. We have here 
a normal school, college, academy, 
grammar school and primary school, This 
requires a force of twenty-six teachers and 
workers, Of course, a normal scnool, pure 
and simple, can be run with less teaching 
force, but it would cost more than $8,000a 
vear.”’ 

“Could you give an estimate of the probable 
cost ?”’ 

“T don’t know that I could give an estimate. 
It would depend on the number 
of students andthe amount of work done. 
It would very likely cover some elementary 
ground and that would require more teachers. 
Of course I have no idea what is proposed in 
the new bill. My point is this, that when the 
state separates the races in education it should 
provide equal facilities for both, just as the 
railroads are required to provide equal accom- 
modations on the cars. And I should 
want to make that remark with 
special emphasis in_ relation to the 
technological school, which is for the white 
race only, no similar provision being made for 
the colored race. 

“It is our earnest hope that the legislature 
will consent to increase the school fund bya 
tax of one mill, as was suggested for many 

ears by Dr. Orr, and more recently by Dr. 

aygood and others. We have had _ the 
fame experience with regard to our 
better class of graduates that 
bas. occurred with the white teachers of 
Georgia, namely, that they are going off to 
Texas and Florida because they can get better 
pay there than they can get here. That is a 
very unfortunate thing for Georgia.” 

‘How is the Atlanta university prospering ?”’ 

“Our attendance increased twenty-five per 
cent. last year over any previous year, and this 
year our enrollment thus far is equal 
to that of last year. There are ten 
or eleven states represented and we have 
now 420 students, but we expect to reach our 
total of 518 last year, and perhaps more.”’ 

The catalogue of the Atlanta university 
gives the names of 171 Alumni, 15 of whom 
are dead, Of the 156 now living 104 are teach- 
ers, 10 are preachers, 3 are mail agents, 2 are 
lawyers, 2 are mail carriers, 4 are in business— 
two in Atlanta, one at Tucon, Arizona, and 
one at  Savannah—l is & medi- 
cal student, 1 a cerk in the 
pension oflice, and one a physidian. The occu- 
pations of the remaining twenty-eight are not 
given. 

These alumni, with one exception, were al! 
graduated since the beginning of the year 
187th. Almost allthose who graduated since 
1881 are now teaching. This seems to show 
an increased demand for teachers 
among the colored population.

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An unusual number of congratulatory letters
